Scope of Surfboard Riding 
Ordinance To Be Widened

The Board of Supervisors, on a motion by Supervise 
Burton W. Chace, today widened the scope of its surfttoar 
riding ordinance now being prepared.

Chace said the action of the Board instructing th 
 County Counsel to prepare the ordinance should be broat 
cned to "include not only rules and regulations for surf 
board riding but bathing activities as well; and also to es 
tablish a minimum approach area for boats to public beach 
cs and use of floatable swim equipment, etc. all such regu 
lations to be for the purpose of intensifying public safetj 
on public beaches."

The County Counsel, Department of Small Craft Har 
bors and the Department of Parks and Recreation are 
working cooperatively on the ordinance which was authori 
zed by the Board on January 19.
